Furnace sale to man with dementia upsets friends

A Welland couple who 
say their family friends were 
burned by a questionable 
furnace deal want to warn 
others not to let it happen to 

Henry and Lorraine Klein, 
who have been taking care of 
an elderly St. Catharines man 
suffering from dementia and 
his 50-year-old son with a 
serious brain injury, said the 
two men agreed to replace 
their six-year-old furnace 
with a new one that ended up 
costing more than $6,000. 

Henry Klein said he 
wants others to know about 
Toronto-based Ontario 
Energy Group, which sold the 
furnace and had it installed. 

“I have to get something 
done, because other peo¬ 
ple are going to get the same 
thing,” he said. 

The names of the victims 
are being kept anonymous 
at the request of other family 
members, who fear making 
their relatives’ names pub¬ 
lic will make them a target in 
the future. 

The Kleins said the 50-year- 
old brain-injured man once 
spent more than $30,000 over 
10 years on Publisher’s Clear¬ 
ing House, while his 84-year- 
old dad put his house up for 
sale two years ago and then 
thought potential buyers and 
real estate agents touring the 
home were just visitors. 

“All of the real estate agents 
in St. Catharines now know 
not to take his calls,” Henry 
Klein said. 

The situation with the fur¬ 
nace started Aug. 27, Lor¬ 
raine Klein said. That’s when 
a salesman showed up at the 
elderly man’s St. Catharines 
home and said he was there 
to inspect his furnace. 

She said the elderly man 
told her the salesman identi¬ 
fied himself as someone who 
works for the government. 
After the salesman looked at 
the existing six-year-old fur¬ 
nace, the elderly man signed a 
contract to immediately have it 
replaced with a new one from 
the Ontario Energy Group. 

The contract included pay¬ 
ments of $70 a month for the 
next 15 years, and allowed 



the Ontario Energy Group 
to put a lien on the house in 
case the bill wasn’t paid. 

Within two days, the old 
furnace had been removed 
and the new one installed. 

A few days later, Lorraine 
Klein found out what hap¬ 
pened when her friend casu¬ 
ally mentioned it. 

“He said it was from the 
government and they got 
it for free,” she said. “I said 
‘nothing is for free.’ Right 


away, I went downstairs and 
sure enough, there was a new 
furnace. I was fuming mad.” 

Knowing Ontario has a 
10-day cooling off period 
for contracts, BClein said she 
immediately tried contact¬ 
ing the company but couldn’t 
get anyone to return her calls. 
She has phone records show¬ 
ing multiple calls to Ontario 
Energy Group’s Toronto 
phone number before the 
10-day period expired. 


The Kleins contacted Nia¬ 
gara Regional Police, but she 
was told because the sales¬ 
man was invited into the 
house and a contract was 
signed, no laws were broken. 

They also contacted a law¬ 
yer to ask if they could fight 

it would cost more to fight it 
than to simply pay it out. 

QMI Agency Niagara made 
repeated calls to Ontario 
Energy Group requesting 


receptionist said the only per¬ 
son authorized to speak was 
vice-president Mark Treger. 
Messages left for him were 
not returned. 

Rather than fight, the 
Kleins and a relative of the 

tic Canada decided to buy 
out the contract at a cost of 
$6,215. 

Had the elderly man con¬ 
tinued to pay $70 per month, 


the furnace would have 
ended up costing $12,600. 

A spokesman for the 
Ontario Ministry of Con¬ 
sumer Affairs, which handles 
complaints like the Kleins’, 
said the ministry is aware of 
Ontario Energy Group. 

"This business is currendy 
under investigation,” Sandra 
Bento said. 

She said the Consumer 
Protection Act allows con¬ 
tracts signed in a consumer's 
home to be cancelled “for 
any reason” within 10 days. 

Bento said even though 
that period has come and 
gone, the ministry can still 
investigate any transaction 
that has taken place within 
the past two years. 

In addition, she said, if a 
consumer feels "the sales¬ 
person has misled them, the 
consumer has the right to 
cancel the agreement within 
one year and have any mon¬ 
ies paid returned.” 

"It is considered an unfair 
practice for a person to make 
a false, misleading or decep¬ 
tive representation under the 
Consumer Protection Act,” 
Bento said. 

Whatever happens with 
her friends, Lorraine Klein 
hopes this situation can be a 
lesson for others. 

"I just want people to 
know not to let these peo¬ 
ple in,” she said. “Because it’s 
Ontario Energy Group, they 
think they’re from the gov¬ 
ernment and they know what 
they’re talking about. 

“We don’t care about get¬ 
ting the money back. That’s 
not the point. The point is to 
let people know that these 
people aren’t what they say 
they are,” she said. 

Henry Klein said he knows 
moving the elderly man out 
of his home might seem like 
the best choice for his own 
protection, but that would 
mean separating the father 

“You would be breaking 
up a pair that are two halves 
thinking for each other. To try 
to find an environment for 
the both of them — that con¬ 
cerns me, because they’ll be 
split apart.”

Food, hazardous waste a tasty combination

That's what the Wainfleet 
Lions have come to know 
after years of aligning their 
Wainfleet food drive with 
Niagara Region's fall hazard¬ 
ous waste depot outside the 
township’s arena. 

Lion George DeRuyte said 
the event to get people to rid 
their homes of old aerosols 
and fluorescent light bulbs is a 
great draw for the food drive. 

Just more than two hours 
into the four-hour drive/ 
depot, more than 150 vehi¬ 


cles had pulled up with 
canned goods and cans of 

"WeTe having a steady flow 
of people,” DeRuyte said. 

In addition to what was 
brought to the township cen¬ 
tre Saturday morning, a load 
of food that filled a pickup 
truck bed was retrieved from 
a donation drop-off at the 
local Meridian Credit Union 
branch. 

Local schools also cam¬ 
paigned for the drive. 

Food will be distributed 
between Port Cares and 
Open Arms Mission food 
banks, in Port Colborne and 
Welland, respectively. 


“We get real good sup¬ 
port,” said Lion John Taylor, 
who has been at all 11 of the 
club’s food drives — Satur¬ 
day’s being only the second 
time it hasn’t rained. 

“If they don’t have grocer¬ 
ies, their wallets are open,” 
DeRuyte added, noting at 
least a couple of visitors even 
contributed $100 bills. 

Cash collected will also 
go to Port Cares and Open 
Arms, although the major¬ 
ity collected Saturday will 
go to the St. Vincent de Paul 
Society in Dunnville, which 
issues food vouchers but not 
foodstuffs. 

Of the first 155 vehicles 


that went through the depot, 
only three did not contribute 
to the food drive. 

Workers at the waste depot 
were also busy. 

“At this site here, we see 
a lot of oils and batteries 
because it’s a rural commu¬ 
nity,” said contract supervi¬ 
sor Melanie Stroud. 

She said 1,272 people 
turned out to the hazardous 
waste depot at Welland’s Sea¬ 
way Mall on Oct. 18. 

The final depot for Nia- 
garans is Saturday, Nov. 8, 
at Niagara Region’s Thorold 
headquarters from 8 a.m. to 
3 p.m.

LOWER WOUR CHOLESTEROL 


Many patients come into the pharmacy and have questions about cholesterol and 
what they can do to decrease it. Whether they found out they have elevated cholesterol 
through routine blood work or have a family history of high cholesterol, patients are 
curious about natural ways of lowering their cholesterol. 

There are two types of cholesterol: a “good” cholesterol (HDL) and “bad” cholesterol 
(LDL). For patients with high cholesterol, the goal of therapy is to increase the amount 
of HDL and decrease the amount of LDL. Approximately 80% of cholesterol is made 
by the body and only 20% comes from the food you eat. 

Many commercials for food products such as cereals and margarines are advertising 
that they can help lower cholesterol. The goal of this article is to examine the evidence 
of the effectiveness of various natural health and food products on the market that 
claim to lower cholesterol. 

Products that contain soluble fibres such as psyllium (ie. Metamucil) or oat bran are 
known as bile acid binders. These products increase the excretion of cholesterol from 
the body as well as increase the breakdown of cholesterol in the body to less harmful 
products. Between 10 and 30 grams of psyllium fibre daily mixed with others foods has 
been shown to have a significant cholesterol lowering effect. 

Between 1.5 and 3 grams per day of Niacin (Vitamin B3) has been shown to lower 
bad cholesterol while increasing good cholesterol. In some patients, Niacin can cause 
skin flushing (redness of the skin) as well as itching. There are “flush-free” or “no 
flush” Niacin products available; however, their effectiveness has not been established. 

Plant sterols and stanols often found in margarines labeled heart healthy (such as 
Becel Pro-activ) have been shown to prevent some of the absorption of cholesterol 
from the diet and can be included as part of a healthy diet high in fruits and vegetables 
to lower cholesterol. 

Finally, some studies have shown that between 600 and 1200mg of garlic in three 
divided doses can lower the levels of cholesterol and triglycerides (fat) in the body.

Timms said an application 
was submitted to the city 
Wednesday morning for a 
foundation permit..

The groundwork has started for the development of a multimillion-dollar food processing plant 
along Hwy. 140 in Welland. The 6.4-hectare site was bought from the city for $650,000. The 
unnamed food company has plans to initially hire 75 people, the city's economic development 
officer says. 


“There hasn’t been an 
industrial building of this size 
built in Welland over the past 
15 years or so,” Timms said 
last Wednesday. 

Degazio said initial 
plans are for construction 
of an 8,100-square-metre 
(90,000-square-foot) build¬ 
ing that in two years could be 
doubled in size. 

“This company was actu¬ 
ally going to go to Tennessee 
— we intercepted the proc¬ 
ess," Degazio said last Tuesday 


from Fort Worth, Texas, where 
he was attending a conference 
of the Economic Development 
Association of Canada and its 
U.S. counterpart. 

“This is how we usually end 
up getting leads,” he said. 

Timms, president of the 
Niagara Industrial Associa¬ 
tion, said besides the site's 
access to major transporta¬ 
tion routes and proximity 
to the border, Welland was 
seen as an attractive place to 
set up shop also because of 
improvements to the recrea¬ 
tional canal lands, enhanced 
sport facilities and Niagara 
College's new research centre 
for manufacturing. 

Through a Niagara Gateway 
Economic Zone partnership 


with Niagara Region, there 
are no development charges 
for the project and there are 
property tax incentives on the 

But the big selling point 
was that the land was already 
fully serviced — and that was 
crucial in keeping the compa¬ 
ny's interest in Welland, when 
it started looking elsewhere 
in Niagara after the region 
landed on its radar. 

“We beat out another local 
community because we were 
already shovel-ready,” said 
Degazio, who would not iden¬ 
tify that municipality. 

But, he added, “at the end 
of the day, it’s going to help 
everybody in Niagara.” 

Timms said the new devel¬ 


opment is the result of city 
policies and plans that were 
initiated back in the days 
of then-mayor Dick Reuter.

Bank investigator scam 
returns 

Niagara Regional Police 
are warning the public and 
financial institutions that 
a common fraud known as 
the bank examiner or bank 
investigator scam is again 



In this scam, unsolicited 
callers identify themselves 
as bank employees, such as 
manager or an investigator, 
and convince the victim to 
assist in the apprehension of 
a dishonest employee. The 
suspect convinces the victim 
that an employee at their 
branch is under investigation 
for some impropriety and a 


number of accounts have been 
compromised. The suspect 
then enlists the assistance 
of the victim by having them 
remove a sum of cash from 
their personal account and 
either turn it over to the 
suspect at an off-site location, 
or deposit the funds to‘a 
dummy account’ that would 
be used to catch the dishonest 
employee. 

The victim is told this 


action would directly assist 
in apprehending the crooked 
employee. Once the cash 
is turned over, the suspect 
disappears and the victim 
suffers a significant financial

Port Colborne man dies weeks after dream realized

Through times hard enough 
to break even the strongest 
man, Alex Kapellas never lost 

When his life was dramati¬ 
cally changed by a 2010 acci¬ 
dent, one that left him a quad¬ 
riplegic, the Port Colborne 
man pressed on, determined 
to continue making a differ¬ 
ence in the world. 

That determination pre¬ 
vailed and on Sept. 22, after 
two years of hard work, Alex 
was able to see his dream 
come to fruition when the 
PoCo Youth Centre was offi¬ 
cially launched. 

It’s a legacy the husband 


and father-of-three leaves 
behind after dying suddenly 
Oct. 22 at the age of 42. 

“He was very proud to be 
able to get that started, to have 
kids come out and to touch a 
few lives,” wife Michelle said 
from the family’s Port Col- 
bome home last Friday. 

“It was a long time coming," 
she said of the not-for-profit 
program held at The Hub that 
provides youths ages 12 to 18 
a safe place to hang out and 
talk. 

“He was working hard on 
it. He believed God called on 
him to do it.” 

The centre's board of direc¬ 
tors and volunteers will be 
meeting in the near future to 
discuss how to keep the pro¬ 


gram going, Michelle said, 
while adding that’s exactly 
what her husband of nearly 20 
years would have wanted. 

She described Alex as not 
only hard working, but also 
as a dedicated father and hus¬ 
band who went out of his way 
to ensure his family's happi- 

“Alex was always larger 
than life,” Michelle said, as she 
recalled how their romance 
began. 

“Everyone was drawn to 
him. I was, too. And he picked 

The father of Amber, Meg¬ 
han and Stephen was also 
determined to ensure his chil¬ 
dren “followed a good path" 
in life, Michelle said. 


“He wanted to make sure 
they were the best they could 
be." 

Despite his accident, a fall 
from a ladder that resulted 
in three broken vertebrae, 
Alex did not lose hope that he 
would one day walk again. 

“Ultimately, he wanted 
things to go back to the way 
they were before, but he made 
the best of the situation,” 
Michelle said. 

“A lot of people would’ve 
given up — not him.” 

Youth centre board mem¬ 
ber Rev. John Dell was always 
inspired by Alex’s positivity 
and his ability to look past the 
challenging hand he had been 
dealt 

“He lived life to the fullest,"
